- Wipe Out Typhoid Fever 
In August. 1919. there were 33 
cases of typhoid in the community. 
The use of surface drainage wat,er 
from shallow wells dug by in­ 
dividuals, coupled with the.lack of 
a sewage system, was found to be 
the cause. New wells were driven 
to depths of hundreds of feet 
through a layer of granite that 
cut out the surface water, and 
septic tanks for sewage disposal 
vere-fnstalled.
